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PERSPECTIVE 


At  its  March  meeting,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  endorsed  a 
resolution  to  begin  the  processes  to 
change  the  name  of  our  institution 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne  University. 
Although  this  is  a  major  step 
for  the  future  of  the  institution, 
it  is  not  the  biggest  news  of  the 
day.  The  real  news  is  found  in 
considering  the  question,  "Why?" 

The  process  that  unfolded  with 
the  work  of  the  Commission  for 
Lenoir-Rhyne  helped  us  articulate 
the  fundamental  qualities  that 
have  always  made  Lenoir-Rhyne 
unique  in  the  hearts  of  so  many. 
It  also  uncovered  a  multitude  of 
programming  opportunities  that 
will  help  address  the  critical  educational  needs  of 
this  region  as  well  as  the  nation.  The  logical  next 
step  was  to  talk  about  the  structure  that  could 
leverage  the  special  nature  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  to 
provide  efficient  and  effective  means  of  offering  a 
Lenoir-Rhyne  education  to  more  people. 

The  fundamental  qualities  that  have  always 
made  Lenoir-Rhyne  such  a  distinguished  institution 
are  ones  we  have  always  known,  even  if  we  have 
not  previously  delineated  them  as  such.  At  the 
forefront  is  the  close  relationship  our  students  have 
with  faculty  and  staff  There  is  also  the  connection 
we  maintain  with  the  church,  not  only  from  an 
organizational  standpoint  but  also  in  the  way 
we  approach  spiritual  exploration  as  part  of  the 
learning  process.  The  curriculum  we  offer  is  based 
in  the  study  of  the  liberal  arts,  which  give  students 
an  understanding  of  our  culture  and  better  prepare 
them  to  solve  the  problems  of  tomorrow.  Finally, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  and  the  Hickory  Metro  area  have 
an  uncommon  partnership  of  support.  These 
fundamental  characteristics  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  are 
ones  that  we  will  hold  up  and  leverage  as  we  move 
forward. 

As  the  Commission  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  explored 
options  for  program  expansion,  it  found  that  there 
is  significant  demand  for  us  to  provide  the  special 
Lenoir-Rhyne  brand  of  education  to  more  people 
in  a  broader  variety  of  areas.  These  include  health 
sciences,  business,  education,  and  areas  in  the 


traditional  liberal  arts  and  sciences. 
The  program  needs  are  at  both  the 
undergraduate  and  graduate  level, 
and  Lenoir-Rhyne,  through  careful 
planning,  can  become  a  provider 
of  more  of  these  opportunities 
to  more  people.  Even  more 
importantly,  we  believe  this  new 
programming  can  enhance  the 
fundamental  characteristics  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne. 

Once  we  came  to  the 
realization  that  we  could  expand 
our  mission  through  more 
programming  and  still  provide 
the  same  special  education  to  our 
students,  we  began  to  explore 
other  institutions  that  have 
undergone  transformations.  We  found  many  great 
success  stories,  but  interestingly  enough,  none 
of  those  institutions  started  from  the  position  of 
strength  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  enjoys  today  However, 
each  of  these  institutions  uses  a  structure  where 
several  colleges  are  tied  together  through  a  common 
core  of  liberal  arts  courses,  and  this  is  what  we 
propose  to  implement. 

In  today's  world,  vibrant  institutions  that  offer 
broad  programming  at  both  the  undergraduate 
and  graduate  level  are  most  commonly  known 
as  "universities."  And  this  is  why  we  choose  to 
move  toward  the  name  change,  as  the  accurate 
brand  of  the  kind  of  educational  institution  we 
are  becoming.  The  Lenoir-Rhyne  University 
we  envision  will  continue  to  focus  on  the 
same  fundamental  principles  that  have  always 
distinguished  us.  It  will  do  so  for  more  students  in 
an  expanded  array  of  programs. 

The  last  few  years  have  been  great  for  all  of  us 
at  Lenoir-Rhyne,  but  the  real  excitement  is  yet  to 
come.  I  thank  you  all  for  the  tremendous  support 
you  have  provided  to  this  initiative.

As  an  institution  of  the  North  Carolina 
Synod  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
Church  in  Amenca,  the  College  holds 
the  conviction  that  wholeness  of  per- 
sonality, true  vocation,  and  the  most 
useful  service  to  God  and  the  world  are 
best  discerned  from  the  perspective  of 
Christian  faith. 

As  a  community  of  learning,  the  College 
provides  programs  of  undergraduate, 
graduate,  and  continuing  study  commit- 
ted to  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  as  a 
foundation  for  a  wide  variety  of  careers 
and  as  guidance  for  a  meaningful  life. 

Approved  by  the  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
Board  of  Trustees  November  2001 . 
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Dr.  Wayne  Powell,  president 
of  Lenoir- Rhyne,  sets  2008  as  a 
watershed  year.  The  college  has 
made  great  strides  in  the  five  years 
he  has  served  as  president.  But  he 
envisions  an  even  brighter  future. 

Since  he  became  president  on 
Dec.  1,  2002,  L-R  has  reached  a 
number  of  milestones.  He  pointed 
out  the  renovation  of  Mauney- 
Schaefer  Hall,  the  establishment 
of  the  Reese  Institute  for  the 
Conservation  of  Natural  Resources, 
and  the  addition  of  the  Moretz 
Sports  -  Athletic  Complex, 
whose  first  phase  is  now  under 
construction.  These  improvements 
are  the  most  visible.  Less  visible 
accomplishments  are  equally  as 
important.  For  example,  the  last 
five  years  have  seen  improved 
management  of  the  college  budget 
resulting  in  yearly  surpluses,  a 
growth  of  enrollment,  and  an 
increased  reputation  for  excellence. 
All  these  changes  are  signs  of  a 
vigorous  campus  poised  for  growth. 

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  Board 
of  Trustees  recently  extended 
Powell's  contract  through  the  year 
2013.  Those  years  should  see  L-R 
through  a  series  of  transformational 
improvements.  Powell  sees  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  of  the  future  as  a 
stronger  version  of  its  present. 
However,  he  said,  it  will  never  leave 
behind  its  fundamental  values. 
"I  think  that  you  should  always 
remember  who  you  are,"  he  said. 

To  define  the  essential  qualities 
of  Lenoir-Rhyne,  and  to  help 
chart  a  future  course,  the  Board  of 
Trustees  appointed  the  Commission 
for  Lenoir-Rhyne  in  November. 
This  grotip  —  composed  of 
alumni,  students,  faculty,  staff  and 
community  leaders  —  has  laid  the 
groundwork. 

In  March,  the  Board  of  Trustees 
accepted  the  recommendations

of  the  commission,  including  a 
proposal  that  Lenoir-Rhyne  move 
to  tmiversity  status.  Based  on 
extensive  focus  group  meetings 
with  college  stakeholders,  the 
commission  identified  four  core 
strengths  of  the  institution.  These 
are  L-R's  identity  as  a  college  of  the 
ELCA,  its  caring  atmosphere  and 
mentoring  of  students,  its  positive 
relationship  with  the  surrounding 
community,  and  its  foundation 
in  the  liberal  arts.  These  core 
principles  will  not  change,  he  said, 
and  in  fact  will  be  emphasized  more 
in  the  future. 

While  many  historically  faith- 
based  colleges  have  shifted  to  a 
more  secular  focus,  Powell  said  he 
does  not  envision  that  happening 
to  Lenoir-Rhyne.  "That  is  our 
historical  strength.  We  should 
build  on  that  instead  of  giving  it 
up,"  he  said.  One  way  L-R  will 
emphasize  this  heritage  is  through 
the  construction  of  a  new  chapel 
on  campus.  Fundraising  tor  that 
project  is  now  under  way. 

The  move  to  university  status 
means  that  some  things  will  change, 
but  much  will  remain  the  same, 
he  said.  Some  changes  will  occur 
in  the  organizational  structure  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne.  Instead  of  having 
loosely  configured  schools,  he 
expects  the  academic  structure  to 
shift  toward  individual  colleges 
within  the  university.  The  colleges 
will  each  have  their  own  distinct 
identity,  with  the  power  to  pursue 
their  own  goals,  and  will  be  tied 
together  through  the  liberal  arts 
core  of  courses.  However,  he  hopes 
to  retain  the  collaboration  between 
academic  areas  that  has  traditionally 
existed  at  small  institutions.  The 
exact  nature  of  this  realignment  will 
be  driven  by  faculty  input. 

To  better  meet  the  needs  ol 
the  community,  Lenoir-Rhyne  will 
add  several  new  degree  programs. 


most  likely  in  the  areas  of  health 
care  and  business,  although  other 
additions  are  also  possible.  Also, 
expect  to  see  additional  graduate 
programs  in  coming  years,  he  said. 
Once  again,  the  faculty  will  play  a 
key  role  in  determining  which  areas 
need  to  be  expanded.  These  changes 
have  already  begun,  with  the  recent 
addition  of  the  master  of  science 
degree  within  the  athletic  training 
program. 

Lenoir-Rhynes  enrollment 
is  likely  to  grow  with  these  new 
academic  offerings,  Powell  said. 
However,  he  envisions  an  organic 
process  with  enrollment  growth 
based  on  the  demand  for  new 
degree  programs. 

Powell  also  expects  the 
institution  to  grow  through 
improvements  in  physical  facilities. 
A  number  of  these  projects  are 
outlined  elsewhere  in  this  mao-azine. 
A  few  immediate  needs  will  be  met 
through  the  issuance  of  bonds. 
More  long-term  goals  will  be 
achieved  as  funds  are  raised  for 
their  construction.  All  told,  he 
expects  L-R  to  raise  and  spend 
approximately  $50  million  lor  these 
projects. 

However,  don  t  expect  L-R  to 
lose  its  small,  intimate  atmosphere. 
The  colleges  current  physical  plant, 
with  planned  improvements,  could 
accommodate  approximately  2,500 
sttidents,  he  said.  This  is  more 
than  today's  enrollment  of  1,600 
sttidents,  btit  still  a  relatively  small 
campus. 

"My  guess  is  that  student  lite 
and  academics  will  be  enhanced 
through  these  changes,'  he  said. 
However,  he  expects  the  nurturing 
atmosphere  ol  a  laith-based  campus 
to  remain  the  same.  "I  belie%"e  we 
should  alwavs  have  a  vision  tor  the 
tuture  that  respects  Lenoir-Rhynes 
heritas;e,"  he  said.  Q 
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On  March  15,  the  Lenoir- Rhyne 
College  Board  of  Trustees  voted  to 
accept  the  recommendation  of  the 
Commission  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  and 
move  toward  the  formation  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  University.  The  new  university 
is  expected  to  consist  of  several 
colleges  which  are  interconnected  by 
their  common  core  of  liberal  arts  and 
sciences.  The  university  will  pursue  an 
expanded  mission  through  additional 
programming  and  outreach  activities, 
while  at  the  same  time  preserving  the 
historical  strengths  of  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College. 

The  Commission  for  Lenoir- 
Rhyne,  a  group  created  to  explore  these 
options,  recommended  the  changes 
in  a  resolution,  which  was  presented 
to  a  joint  meeting  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  Board  of  Visitors  and  Alumni 
Association  Board.  The  leadership  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne  —  in  coordination  with 
its  faculty,  staff,  and  students  —  will 
engage  in  discussions  to  determine 


the  best  structure  for  alignment  of 
colleges  and  to  review  timelines  for 
implementing  the  transformation  to 
university  status.  It  is  expected  that  the 
change  in  name  will  be  implemented  as 
early  as  the  August  meeting  of  the  Board 
ofTrustees. 

The  Commission  for  Lenoir-Rhyne 
was  created  by  the  Board  ofTrustees 
in  November  to  study  how  the  college 
might  leverage  its  recent  successes  and 
move  toward  an  expanded  role.  The 
commission  consisted  of  Lenoir-Rhyne 
faculty  and  staff,  students,  alumni  and 
community  leaders.  It  conducted  more 
than  30  focus  group  sessions  involving 
faculty,  students,  staff,  alumni  and 
community  leaders. 

In  addition,  Lenoir-Rhyne  officials 
traveled  to  numerous  locations  in  the 
region  to  meet  with  alumni  and  friends 
of  the  college. 

One  of  the  charges  of  the 
commission  was  to  identify  Lenoir- 
Rhyne's  essential  qualities  that 


should  not  be  changed,  but  should 
be  strengthened.  The  commission 
reported  that  four  areas  of  strength  were 
consistently  reported  by  those  who  were 
interviewed.  They  are: 

1 .  Lenoir-Rhyne  students 
experience  an  exceptional  level  of  caring 
and  mentoring  by  college  faculty  and 
staff.  This  nurturing  environment  leads 
to  student  success. 

2.  L-R  has  a  strong  relationship 
with  the  Evangelical  Lutheran  Church 
in  America.  This  relationship  and  the 
commitment  to  engaging  students 

in  spiritual  exploration  enhance  the 
education  of  all  students,  regardless  of 
religious  affiliation. 

3.  The  college  has  a  strong  liberal 
arts  foundation.  All  students,  regardless 
of  major,  take  a  variety  of  arts  and 
science  courses.  These  core  courses 
provide  an  educated  way  of  viewing  the 
world,  and  a  basis  for  fixture  problem 
solving. 

4.  Lenoir-Rhyne  has  an 
exceptionally  strong  relationship  with

This  summer,  Fritz-Conrad 
Residence  Hall  will  undergo  an  extreme 
makeover.  No  television  stars  will  be 
involved,  but  the  $5  million  renovation  is 
sure  to  turn  heads. 

The  project  will  begin  as  soon  as 
students  move  out  at  the  end  of  the 
spring  semester.  The  goal  is  to  finish 
the  makeover  in  time  for  their  return  in 
August. 

Every  room  will  get  new  paint, 
flooring  and  furniture.  The  bathrooms 
will  be  updated  and  an  elevator  will  be 
installed.  The  heating,  air  conditioning 
and  ventilation  systems  will  be 
completely  replaced.  There  will  be 
laundry  facilities  on  each  hall,  for  a  total 
of  six  in  the  building.  There  will  also 
be  two  business  centers  in  the  building. 
Students  will  be  able  to  use  these  areas  to 
copy,  print  or  fax  documents. 

However,  the  stars  of  the  renovated 
residence  halls  will  be  the  common  areas 
linking  the  two  buildings.  There  will  be 
gas  fireplaces  on  the  first  and  third  floors. 
A  home  theater  with  comfortable  seating 
for  24  will  be  located  on  the  first  floor 
in  the  area  that  alumni  may  recall  as  "the 
passion  pit."  The  home  theater  will  allow 
students  to  watch  movies  or  television 
together,  or  participate  in  interactive 
video  games. 

A  first  floor  cyber  cafe  will  be 
located  near  the  fireplace  and  will  have 
wireless  Internet  access.  A  nearby  food 
service  area  will  allow  students  to  enjoy 
smoothies  or  coffee  as  they  relax  or  study. 
In  addition,  students  will  have  a  new 
kitchen  that  they  may  use  to  prepare 
meals. 

The  newly  renovated  residence  hall 
will  also  have  sorority  chapter  rooms  on

the  second  and  third  floors.  Currently,  all 
four  sororities  on  campus  are  housed  in 
Frirz-Conrad. 

There  will  be  a  patio  area  with 
outdoor  furniture  behind  the  building. 
Students  will  be  able  to  use  this  area  to 
relax  and  entertain.  The  whole  idea  is  to 
make  living  on  campus  more  homelike, 
according  w  Anita  Johnson  Gwin,  vice 
president  for  student  affairs  and  dean  of 
students. 

"The  Fritz-Conrad  facility  is  our 
oldest  residence  hall"  she  said.  "Those 
buildings  have  served  our  students  tor 
well  over  50  years.  Our  students  are  very 
excited  to  be  involved  in  the  process  of 
designing  the  updated  buildings." 

Before  work  began,  students  were 
asked  what  changes  they  would  like  to 
see.  They  also  got  to  vote  on  which  color 
schemes  they  preferred.  Several  furniture 
companies  were  invited  to  set  up  "model 
rooms,"  and  students  were  invited  to  vote 
for  their  favorite. 

Linda  Maack,  a  junior  marketing 
and  communications  major  from 
Charlotte  who  is  a  residence  advisor  in 
Conrad  Hall,  has  been  involved  in  the 
renovation  project  since  last  summer.  "I 
feel  like  I  am  a  part  of  something  bigger 
than  myself,"  she  said.  "I  know  that  years 
from  now  I  can  come  back  and  sav  that 
I  helped  make  this  building  what  it  is 
today."  She  added:  "The  company  that 
is  remodeling  Frirz-Conrad  comes  to 
visit  once  in  a  while  and  holds  meetings. 
The  first  few  meetins;s,  thev  asked  what 
we  wanted  to  see  in  a  residence  hall.  I 
would  participate  and  tell  them  things 
like  laundry  rooms  on  each  hall  or  a 
computer  room.  At  later  meetings,  they 
would  find  out  how  we  telt  about  the 
plans  they  created.  I  am  ver}^  excited 
about  how  it  has  turned  out.  The  fitct 
that  students  were  involved  makes  the 
building  teel  more  like  home." 

Charlee  Masseyi,  a  sophomore  fi'om 
Charlotte,  also  p^u'ticipated  in  the  Fritz- 
Conrad  discussions.  "I  was  involved  hv 
voting  on  what  I  wanted  to  see  in  Fritz- 
Conrad  next  year,"  she  said.

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When  some  students  move 
back  to  campus  this  fall,  they  will 
be  moving  into  a  new  Residential 
Neighborhood.  Although  the 
concept  is  new,  the  houses  are  not. 
In  fact,  two  of  them  are  historic 
structures. 

The  college  is  spending  $1.6 
million  to  buy  and  renovate  three 
houses  sitting  on  almost  two  acres 
at  the  corner  of  Eighth  Street 
N.E.  and  Eighth  Avenue  N.E.  The 
college  also  moved  the  Theta  Chi 
fraternity  house  about  a  quarter  of 
a  mile  down  Eighth  Avenue  N.E. 
to  a  vacant  lot  in  the  Residential 
Neighborhood. 

The  recently  purchased  property 
also  includes  vacant  land,  part  of 
which  will  become  a  parking  lot. 
The  rest  could  be  used  for  future 
student  housing,  according  to  Anita 
Johnson  Gwm,  vice  president  and 
dean  of  students.  The  Theta  Chi 
fraternity  will  move  back  into  its 
house,  the  historic  William  Pinkney 
Cline  house,  once  it  is  renovated. 

The  Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity 
house,  formerly  located  next  to  the 
Theta  Chi  house,  was  demolished 
to  make  room  for  the  new  Moretz 
Sports  -  Athletic  Complex.  The 
Pi  Kappa  Phi  fraternity  brothers 
will  relocate  to  one  of  the  newly 
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purchased  houses. 

Delta  Zeta  sorority  will  move  to 
another  house  in  the  neighborhood, 
making  it  the  first  sorority  at  L-R  to 
live  in  its  own  house. 

The  final  house  in  the 
neighborhood  will  be  the  Cleveland 
E.  Miller  House.  This  impressive, 
two-story  stone  house  will  be 
occupied  by  a  group  of  12  students 
sharing  a  special  interest.  Each  year 
the  students  wishing  to  live  there 
will  have  to  submit  a  proposal 
describing  their  common  interest 
and  special  activities  that  they  will 
participate  in  during  the  year. 

Gwin  explained  that  one  year 
the  house  might  be  home  to  a  group 
interested  in  theater.  Another  year  it 
might  be  music  students  or  biology 
majors.  Each  group  will  not  only 
have  something  in  common,  but 
will  plan  activities  related  to  their 
special  interest. 

Theta  Chi  fraternity  opted  to 
keep  its  historic  house  even  though 
it  meant  moving  it.  The  house  was 
built  in  1892  by  the  Rev.  William 
Pinckney  Cline  (1853-1925),  one 
of  the  four  founders  of  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  who  was  professor 
of  science  and  history  from  1891  to 
1901.  It  is  the  oldest  building  on 
campus. 


According  to  the  book  "From 
Tavern  to  Town,  Revisited"  by 
Albert  Kiserjr.  and  Angela  May, 

"(Cline)  was  skilled  at  raising 
money  to  establish  the  new  college; 
without  his  fundraising  abilities, 
this  college  would  not  have  come 
into  being."  This  is  the  second 
time  the  historic  house  has  been 
moved.  It  was  originally  located 
on  the  northeastern  corner  of  the 
intersection  of  Seventh  Avenue  N.E. 
and  Sixth  St.  N.E.  (across  from  the 
present  Admissions  and  Financial 
Aid  Building).  It  was  moved  to 
Eighth  Avenue  N.E.  in  1995. 

The  fraternity  members  could 
have  chosen  a  newer  house,  but 
chose  to  keep  their  old  fraternity 
house  because  of  its  historical 
significance.  Chapter  president 
Jakin  Fox  said  they  felt  it  was  a 
fitting  location  for  Theta  Chi, 
which  is  the  oldest  fraternity  on 
campus. 

The  newly  acquired  stone  house 
was  built  in  1938  by  Cleveland 
E.  Miller  {\890-\939).  He  was  a 
furniture  manufacturer  who  owned 
Hickory  Upholstering  Co.  and 
served  on  the  church  council  at 
Miller's  Lutheran  Church.  B

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As  part  of  its  expansion  plans, 
Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  been 
busy  in  recent  months  with  work 
on  the  Moretz  Sports  -  Athletic 
Complex.  John  '72  and  Marilyn 
'73  Moretz  initiated  this  effort  to 
revitalize  the  college's  field  sports 
facihties  with  a  gift  of  $5.1  million, 
announced  in  February  2007. 

This  donation,  the  largest  in 
the  college's  history,  also  created  the 
Stephen  Harris  Moretz  Scholarship 
Fund  for  nursing  students.  With 
the  Moretz  gift  as  an  initial 
investment,  the  college  is  beginning 
a  major  upgrade  of  the  baseball, 
Softball  and  soccer  facilities.  In 
addition,  Lenoir-Rhyne  is  building 
its  first  track  and  field  complex. 

The  Moretz  Sports  -  Athletic 
Complex  will  be  located  on  the 
corner  of  Eighth  Avenue  N.E.  and 
Sixth  Street  N.E.  on  campus.  The 
work  will  be  undertaken  in  phases, 
according  to  Neill  McGeachy 
'65,  the  college's  athletic  director 
and  director  of  the  Piedmont 
Educational  Foundation/Bears 
Club,  the  fund-raising  organization 
for  the  college's  athletic  programs. 
Naming  rights  for  the  individual 
components  of  the  Moretz  Sports  - 
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Athletic  Complex  are  still  available. 

Dr.  Wayne  B.  Powell,  college 
president,  said:  "The  Moretz  Sports 
Athletic  Complex  will  provide 
state-of-the-art  fields  for  our 
competitive  athletes  and  wellness 
facilities  for  all  students.  They  are 
a  significant  part  of  Lenoir-Rhyne's 
expansion  to  better  serve  this 
community. " 

Lighting  has  already  been 
installed  at  the  existing  baseball  and 
Softball  fields.  A  new  scoreboard 
was  also  added  to  the  softball 
facility.  Grading  has  begun  for  the 
new  soccer  complex,  as  well  as  the 
track  and  field  complex. 

McGeachy  explained  that  the 
soccer  field  was  originally  used 
for  intramural  sports  and  later 
converted  to  use  by  intercollegiate 
soccer.  It  is  now  being  improved 
by  professional  grading  and  laser 
leveling,  which  will  eliminate  low 
and  high  spots.  A  new  underground, 
French-drain  type  system  will  be 
installed  as  well  as  an  irrigation 
system.  Then  the  field  will  be 
resodded.  The  work  is  expected  to 
be  completed  by  Aug.  1 ,  when  the 
men's  and  women's  soccer  teams 
return  to  campus  for  practice.

Moretz   Sports    -   Athletic   Complex 
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A  state-of-the-art  track  and 
field  venue  will  also  be  constructed 
and  should  be  ready  for  use  by  Aug. 
1.  The  track,  which  will  circle  the 
soccer  field,  will  be  world-class, 
according  to  McGeachy.  It  will 
consist  of  eight  lanes  and  will  be 
finished  with  an  Olympic-style 
synthetic  surface.  Nearby  will  be 
facilities  for  other  field  events  such 
as  shot  put,  long  jump  and  pole 
vault. 

A  retaining  wall  will  be  built 
in  the  rear  and  a  decorative  faq;ade 
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added  to  the  front. 

McGeachy  is  pleased  that  the 
college  is  constructing  its  first  track 
and  field  complex.  He  recalled  that 
when  he  ran  track  at  L-R,  the  team 
practiced  on  a  dusty,  vacant  lot  near 
the  football  stadium. //>«  "Pappy" 
Hamilton,  the  coach  at  that  time, 
drew  chalk  lanes  tor  the  runners. 
However,  the  college's  track  and 
field  teams  have  never  competed 
on  campus  due  to  lack  of  adequate 
facilities. 


The  improvements  to  the 
colleges  athletic  facilities  are  an 
exciting  part  of  Lenoir- Rlivnes 
expansion,  according  to  McGeachv. 
He  pointed  out  that  when  Shutord 
Gymnasium  opened  its  doors  3 1 
vears  ago,  the  colleeie  onl\-  had  three 
varsit)^  sports,  all  for  men:  football, 
basketball  and  baseball.  The  college 
now  has  17  varsit}-  sports  for  both 
men  and  women,  with  more  beins; 
planned.  A  separate  initiative  to 
upgrade  Shuford  Gymnasium  is 
still  in  the  planning  stages.  E9

As  Lenoir-Rhyne  looks  toward 
an  expanded  role  in  the  future,  the 
Board  of  Trustees  has  identified  four 
bricks-and-mortar  projects  as  having 
the  highest  priority.  These  projects 
include  improvements  to  the  Minges 
Science  Building,  the  Cromer  Center 
and  existing  athletic  facilities,  and  the 
addition  of  a  new  chapel. 

Construction  of  these  projects  is 
dependent  on  Lenoir-Rhyne's  fund- 
raising  efforts. 

These  improvements  will  support 
the  four  areas  identified  by  the 
Commission  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  as  the 
core  of  the  college's  identity.  They  are: 

•  The  special  attention  given  to 
Lenoir-Rhyne  students. 

•  Lenoir-Rhyne's  identity  as  a 
college  of  the  Evangelical  Lutheran 
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Church  in  America. 

•  The  college's  strong  liberal  arts 
foundation  for  all  areas  of  study. 

•  Lenoir-Rhyne's  positive 
relationship  and  partnership  with  the 
surrounding  community. 

The  Science  Complex  will  be 
the  most  extensive  project,  with  an 
anticipated  budget  of  $25  million. 

Plans  are  still  being  developed 
for  this  project,  but  it  will  include 
a  renovation  of  the  existing  Minges 
Science  Building,  named  for  the 
family  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  L.L.  Minges, 
plus  an  addition,  which  is  yet  to  be 
named.  This  project  will  reinforce  the 
college's  longstanding  commitment  to 
the  sciences  as  a  fundamental  part  of 
a  liberal  arts  education.  It  is  expected 
to  be  the  largest  investment  in  a  single 


building  in  Lenoir-Rhyne's  history. 

"We  believe  the  improvements 
and  expansion  of  the  science  complex 
is  a  critical  need  for  Lenoir-Rhyne  as 
we  seek  to  address  the  growing  needs 
for  science  education  in  this  country," 
said  Dr.  Wayne  Powell,  college 
president.  "All  of  our  students, 
regardless  of  major,  take  courses  in 
science  because  we  believe  that  an 
understanding  of  scientific  principles 
is  an  essential  component  of  a  broad 
based  education." 

Since  Minges  Hall  opened, 
virtually  every  student  who  has 
graduated  from  Lenoir-Rhyne  has 
taken  one  or  more  classes  in  the 
facility.  The  building  also  plays  a  key 
role  in  the  education  of  health  care 
professionals.  Demographic  trends 
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show  that  more  of  these  caregivers 
will  be  needed  as  the  population  ages. 

Future  nurses,  occupational 
therapists  and  athletic  trainers  take 
their  biology,  chemistry  and  physics 
classes  in  Minges.  Doctors,  dentists 
and  research  scientists  have  also 
gotten  their  start  here.  As  knowledge 
and  technology  have  advanced,  the 
need  has  grown  for  a  modernized  and 
expanded  facility. 

The  revitalized  building  will 
also  house  the  Thomas  W.  Reese 
Institute  for  Conservation  of  Natural 
Resources.  This  interdisciplinary 
program  is  designed  to  provide 
students  with  the  education  needed 
to  become  leaders  in  the  growing  field 
of  conservation  studies.  It  also  helps 
area  businesses  find  practical  solutions 
to  environmental  challenges. 

The  Cromer  Center  is  another 
priority  as  a  means  of  better  serving 
Lenoir-Rhyne  students.  Preliminary 
plans  call  for  a  major  facelift  and 
modernization  with  an  estimated 
investment  of  $8  million.  A  student 
center  was  first  envisioned  in  1946, 
when  veterans  returning  from  World 
War  II  expressed  an  interest  in  more 
social  activities  on  campus.  However, 
difficulty  in  raising  the  needed  funds 
delayed  the  project. 

When  the  work  actually  began 
in  1961,  the  college  decided  to 
incorporate  part  of  the  old  refectory 
(dining  hall)  into  the  new  facility. 
This  decision  created  the  problem  of 
how  to  continue  food  service  while 
work  was  under  way.  The  solution 
was  to  purchase  the  Brown  Hosiery 
Mill  property,  across  Eighth  Avenue 
from  the  music  building.  This 
building  became  a  temporary  dining 
hall  while  work  continued  on  the 
Cromer  Center. 

Now  it  is  time  to  update  the 
Cromer  Center,  which  is  named  for 
Dr.  Voigt  Cromer,  the  sixth  president 
of  the  college.  The  renovation  will 
allow  the  college  to  meet  the  needs  of 
a  new  generation  of  college  students. 
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The  lobby,  which  is  part  of  the 
former  refectory,  will  remain  as 
part  of  the  building.  Anita  Johnson 
Gwin,  vice  president  for  student 
affairs  and  dean  of  students,  said 
L-R  will  work  to  retain  the  historic 
ambiance  of  the  building  while 
making  it  more  attuned  to  the 
lifestyle  of  today's  students.  The 
college's  current  dining  hall  will  also 
be  updated  to  accommodate  a  more 
modern  food  service  operation. 

A  new  chapel,  estimated  to  cost 
$5  million,  has  also  been  prioritized 
in  the  college's  future  plans.  It  will 
visually  reinforce  Lenoir-Rhyne's 
religious  identity.  The  college's 
land-use  plan  places  this  new 
building  in  the  center  of  the  campus 
adjacent  to  the  existing  Lineberger 


Minges  Hall  was  built  in  1959 
Plans  call  for  this  building  to 
be  refurbished  and  for  a  new 
addition  to  be  constructed. 


Administration  Building.  The  chapel 
is  needed  to  provide  space  for  worship 
and  religious  life  as  well  as  room  for 
music  concerts,  lectures  and  other 
programs. 

The  refurbishing  of  Shuford 
and  Moretz  gymnasiums  is  also 
on  the  priorit)'  list.  This  project  is 
expected  to  cost  $5  million.  Shuford 
Gym  will  have  air  conditioning  for 
the  first  time  in  its  5 1 -year  histor)'. 
Other  improvements  will  give  a 
new  lease  on  life  to  these  facilities, 
which  have  served  generations  of  L-R 
students  and  brought  enjoyment  to 
countless  members  of  the  Hickory 
community.  More  details  about  all 
these  projects  will  be  available  as  plans 
progress.  l3

Donald  and  Helen  Schorl  leave  estate  gift  to  college 

Names  School  of  Computing  Sciences  and  l\/latliematics 


When  Donald  Schort  played 
duplicate  bridge  with  his  friends  in 
Conover,  he  often  talked  about  how  he  was 
planning  to  leave  a  large  gift  to  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  College  some  day. 

Don,  a  retired  chemical  salesman, 
and  his  wife,  Helen,  died  recently,  leaving 
$2.5  million  to  the  college.  This  gift  will 
be  used  to  endow  the  Donald  and  Helen 
Schort  School  of  Computing  Sciences  and 
Mathematics.  For  an  institution  the  size  of 
Lenoir-Rhyne,  the  Schort  endowment  is 
one  of  the  largest  in  support  of  mathematics 
in  the  United  States. 

With  this  gift,  the  school  will  become 
only  the  second  to  be  named  at  Lenoir- 
Rhyne.  The  first  was  the  Charles  M.  Snipes 
School  of  Business. 

"Lenoir-Rhyne  appreciates  this 
generous  gift  from  the  Schorrs,"  said  Dr. 
Wayne  Powell  college  president.  "Their 
investment  in  higher  education  will  benefit 
generations  of  Lenoir-Rhyne  students." 

Lenoir-Rhyne  has  always  emphasized 
the  importance  of  the  hberal  arts,  including

addresses  a  calculus  class. 
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mathematics  and  science.  All  students, 
regardless  of  major,  are  required  to  take 
mathematics  and  computer  science  classes. 

Powell,  a  former  math  professor  who 
holds  a  Ph.D.  in  the  subject,  added:  "The 
study  of  mathematics  is  a  foundation  for 
understanding  most  fields  of  study.  Computers 
are  the  tools  we  use  today  to  advance  our 
knowledge  and  interact  with  others.  Whether  a 
student  is  studying  business,  music  or  nursing, 
he  or  she  will  need  to  use  mathematics  and 
computers  to  be  successful." 

Professor  Richard  G.  Hull  chair  of 
the  school,  said  the  Schort  gih  will  provide 
opportunities  for  students  and  faculty  to 
conduct  research  and  attend  professional 
conferences.  Some  of  the  money  will  be 
used  to  upgrade  mathematics  software. 

The  school  is  exploring  additional  ways 
to  enhance  its  offerings.  For  example,  there 
is  a  possibility  oi  adding  a  degree  in  applied 
mathematics  and  adding  workshops  for  high 
school  students.  Hull  said  the  school  also 
hopes  to  begin  a  lecture  series  in  mathematics. 

The  Schorrs  lived  a  quiet  life  in 
Hickory,  never  seeking  recognition.  The 
size  of  the  gift  surprised  most  of  their 
acquaintances.  "Don  was  a  quiet  man. 
He  didn't  say  too  much,"  said  Katherine 
"Kay"  Cuzzone.  She  and  her  late  husband, 
Raymond,  were  friends  with  the  Schorrs 
over  many  years.  "I  think  Don  just 
appreciated  what  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  did 
here,"  she  said.   . 

Nancy  Shanks,  manager  of  the 
Conover  Bridge  Club  where  Don  often 
played,  described  him  as  "witty,  charming, 
intelligent,  and  fun  to  be  with."  He  was  a 
more  serious  bridge  player  than  his  wife, 
who  had  to  drop  out  for  health  reasons.  "He 
held  his  own  with  the  big  players,"  earning 
master  points  in  the  game,  she  recalled.  "I 
think  that  was  his  major  outlet  —  playing 
bridge." 

At  one  time,  he  worked  for  The  Lilly  Co. 
After  retiring  from  rhat  company,  he  went  to 
work  as  a  salesman  for  Carolina  Solvents  in 
Hickory.  Don  Schort  died  in  2004  at  the  age 
of  87.  Helen  died  in  2007  at  89. 

The  Schorrs'  legacy  will  live  on 
through  the  lives  of  L-R  students.  Hull

Jennifer  Miles,  a  junior  compurer 
science  and  information  technology  major, 
is  currently  completing  an  internship  with 
the  Investigative  Training  Unit  of  the  FBI 
Academy  at  Quantico,  Va.

Technology  upgrade  planned 

Lenoir-Rhyne  will  spend  $1.5  million  over  the  next  few 
months  to  replace  much  of  its  computer  hardware  and 
software.  This  initiative  will  include  the  purchase  of  new 
emergency  power  back-up  systems,  network  monitoring 
software  and  new  servers. 

In  addition,  the  college  will  purchase  an  administrative 
software  system  called  PowerCampus.  This  system  will 
be  used  by  college  admissions,  student  affairs,  financial 
aid,  billing  and  financial  reporting.  When  it  is  fully 


implemented,  this  change  will  allow  students  to  register 
for  classes  and  to  view  their  student  accounts  online. 

After  thorough  research,  the  college  has  also  decided 
to  outsource  its  e-mail  service  to  Google.  Lenoir-Rhyne  will 
be  following  in  the  footsteps  of  many  other  colleges  and 
universities  in  making  this  switch  to  a  large  and  reliable 
provider.  Plans  are  to  finish  the  computer  upgrades  over 
the  summer  months. 
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Students  campaign 
against  poverty 


Freshmen  Jessica  Frisina  of  Charlotte  and  Sarah  Embry 
of  Greensboro  are  working  to  end  extreme  poverty  in  the 
world. 

They  led  Lenoir-Rhyne's  ONE  Campus  Challenge,  a  public 
awareness  competition  between  campus  groups  across  the 
United  States.  Lenoir-Rhyne  finished  in  15th  place,  ranking 
above  such  institutions  as  Duke,  Clemson  and  Ohio  State 
universities.  As  a  result  of  this  effort,  Frisina  was  invited  to 
attend  a  Power  100  Summit  for  campus  leaders. 

In  the  ONE  Campus  Challenge,  which  ended  in  February, 
campus  groups  earned  points  through  activities  such  as 
signing  up  new  members,  blogging  about  the  issue,  and  even 
taking  photos  of  their  pet  wearing  a  ONE  tee  shirt. 

The  competition  was  sponsored  by  ONE:  The  Campaign  to 
Make  Poverty  History.  This  non-partisan,  political  movement 
encourages  people  to  speak  out  about  the  issue  and  make  sure 
it  is  on  the  political  agenda.  One  of  its  chief  spokespersons  is 
the  singer  Bono  from  the  group  U2.  The  ELCA,  along  with  many 
other  religious  and  relief  groups,  is  a  partner  agency  with  the 
ONE  Campaign. 

Frisina  and  Embry  are  roommates  who  met  through  their 
involvement  in  Lutheran  youth  organizations.  Frisina  is  a 
member  of  Advent  Lutheran  Church  in  Charlotte  and  Embry  is  a 
member  of  The  Lutheran  Church  of  Our  Father  in  Greensboro.

Dr.  Rand  Brandes  receives  feiiowsliip 

Dr.  Rand  Brandes,  Martin  Luther 
Stevens  Professor  of  English,  has  received 
a  fellowship  from  the  Appalachian 
College  Association.  The  ACA  is 
a  consortium  of  36  private,  liberal 
arts  colleges  and  universities  in  the 
Appalachian  region. 

This  is  the  first  ACA  fellowship 
awarded  to  a  professor  at  Lenoir-Rhyne. 
It  will  support  Brandes'  work  as  he 
completes  a  scholarly  commentary  on 
the  poetry  of  Seamtis  Heaney. 

Heaney,  an  Irish  poet  and  translator, 
received  the  Nobel  Prize  for  Literature 
in  1995.  He  is  one  of  the  most  highly 
regarded  contemporary  writers  in  the 
English  language.  His  work  is  often 
included  in  high  school  and  college 
anthologies.  His  translation  of  the  Old 
English  epic  poem  "Beowulf"  is  the 
most  commonly  used  in  American 
schools  and  colleges. 

Brandes  first  met  Heaney  in  1981 
when  Brandes  was  a  graduate  student 
at  Emory  University  in  Adanta.  Since

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College  Football 
Team  has  hired  three  new  assistant 
football  coaches.  Tommy  Laurendine 
'90  will  be  the  team's  offensive 
coordinator.  Laurendine  comes  to  L-R 
after  spending  one  season  as  offensive 
coordinator  at  Washington  &  Lee 
(2007).  Prior  to  W&L,  Laurendine  was 
offensive  coordinator  at  West  Georgia 
(2006)  and  assistant  head  football 
coach/offensive  coordinator  at  Southern 
Arkansas  (2001-05).  While  at  SAU, 
Laurendine's  offenses  established  1 8 
school  records  and  the  2003  squad 
earned  a  berth  in  the  NCtVA  Division  11 
playoffs  and  was  ranked  No.  11  in  the 
nation.

Dr.  Joan  Parkinson, 
former  professor,  dies 


Dr.  Joan  Parkinson,  who  was  an 
education  professor  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College  for  33  years,  died  Jan.  6, 2008, 
at  the  age  of  81 .  Prior  to  joining  Lenoir- 
Rhyne  in  1963,  she  taught  elementary 
school  for  10  years  in  several  states.  A 
widow  before  she  was  30,  and  the  mother 


of  two  young  children,  Parkinson  jumped 
at  the  chance  to  come  to  Lenoir-Rhyne 
where  she  could  be  with  her  children 
when  they  came  home  from  school. 

Her  son,  Ralph,  was  in  the  fifth 
grade,  and  her  daughter,  Jiitfy,  was  a 
seventh-grader  when  they  moved.  After 
her  children  finished  school,  she  took 
off  three  years,  moving  to  Chapel  Hill 
while  she  completed  her  doctorate  at 
the  University  of  North  Carolina.  She 
also  held  an  A.B.  degree  from  Maryville 
College  and  an  M.A.  from  the  University 
of  Kentucky. 

She  was  recognized  in  May  1 996 
with  the  Raymond  M.  Bost  Distinguished 
Professor  Award.  She  retired  in 
December  1996. 

While  at  L-R,  she  helped  establish 
the  college's  graduate  education 
program,  supervised  student-teachers, 
supervised  initially  licensed  teachers 
and  taught  children's  literature 
and  elementary  education  classes. 
She  served  as  professional  division 


chairperson  for  more  than  four  years  and 
as  interim  department  chairperson. 

Upon  her  retirement,  she  reflected 
on  the  difference  between  teaching  in 
the  public  schools  and  teaching  at  a 
college.  "I  think  you  have  more  influence 
from  this  point  of  view,"  she  said  in  a 
press  release.  "It's  like  a  pebble  with 
an  ever-widening  circle.  When  I  was  a 
teacher  in  the  elementary  school,  I  was 
influencing  25-30  children;  now  I  can 
have  1 0  times  that  much  influence." 

Parkinson  was  preceded  in  death 
by  her  husband,  Ralph  Thompson 
Parkinson.  She  is  survived  by  her  son 
Ralph  Parkinson  and  his  wife,  Kate,  of 
Deale,  Md.;  her  daughter,  Judith  Webb, 
and  her  husband,  David,  of  Ooltewah, 
Tenn.;  and  six  grandchildren.  Parkinson 
was  a  member  of  First  Presbyterian 
Church  of  Hickory.

Jacob  Goedken,  an  L-R  junior, 
received  tlie  second  annual  North 
Carolina  Campus  Compact  Community 
Impact  Student  Award. 

This  award  is  presented  each  year 
to  students  who  have  made  significant, 
innovative  contributions  to  campus- 
based  efforts  to  address  community 
needs.  Goedken  is  one  of  26  college 
students  from  across  North  Carolina  to 
be  recognized  for  their  achievements. 
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Sacred  Music  major  Kenneth  Miller 

was  one  of  12  musicians  worldwide 
invited  to  participate  in  the  Biarritz 
International  Organ  Festival  organized 
by  the  Andre  Marchal  Academy  in 
France.  The  competition  includes  three 
rounds,  each  of  which  includes  two 
assigned  pieces  and  a  third  piece  of  the 
performer's  choice,  amounting  to  about 
30  minutes  of  music  per  round. 


He  is  a  business  major  who  plans  to 
attend  chiropractic  school.  He  received 
the  award  for  his  participation  in  Push 
America,  a  philanthropy  of  Pi  Kappa 
Phi  fraternity.  Last  summer  he  served 
as  a  programming  coordinator  for  the 
Journey  of  Hope,  a  cross-country  bicycle 
trip  to  raise  funds  and  awareness  for 
people  with  disabilities. 

Goedken  was  not  planning  to  go  on 
the  trip,  but  at  the  last  minute  his  friend 
and  fraternity  brother  Andrew  "Campo" 
Matznick  aske6  him  to  come  along 
because  a  crewmember  had  dropped 
out.  Matznick,  who  is  the  local  chapter's 
philanthropy  chair,  cycled  the  4,000-mile 
route. 

Goedken,  who  is  from  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  agreed  to  participate,  traveling 
in  a  car  and  helping  to  coordinate  the 
daily  events.  The  national  fraternity 
had  three  cycling  routes,  which  were 
traveled  by  110  fraternity  brothers. 
Goedken  was  in  charge  of  the  southern 
route,  which  began  in  San  Francisco  and 
ended  in  Washington,  D.C.  There  were 
35  participants:  28  cyclists  and  seven 
crewmembers. 

On  a  typical  day,  Goedken  would 
wake  up  at  4  a.m.  or  5  a.m.,  eat  a  quick 
breakfast  and  plan  the  day's  route.  Six 


cars  were  interspersed  with  the  cyclists 
for  safety's  sake.  The  group  typically 
traveled  75  miles  each  day,  stopping 
at  one  or  two  centers  for  people  with 
disabilities. 

"Some  centers  would  track 
where  we  were,"  he  said.  "They 
compared  the  Journey  of  Hope  to  being 
like  Christmas."  The  cyclists  were 
interviewed  by  the  news  media  in  the 
cities  they  passed  through.  At  the  end  of 
each  day,  a  local  civic  group  or  group  of 
fraternity  brothers  would  host  them  for 
dinner.  Then  they  would  usually  sleep  on 
the  floor  in  a  school  gym.  The  trip  took  a 
total  of  68  days  to  complete. 

Each  cyclist  and  crewmember  had 
to  raise  funds  to  participate.  They  also 
collected  donations  as  they  traveled. 
In  addition  to  fund-raising,  the  trip 
was  designed  to  draw  attention  to  the 
abilities  of  people  with  disabilities. 

"Our  No.  1  focus  was  helping  people 
with  disabilities,"  he  said.  "For  me  to  be 
in  charge  of  that  portion  was  incredible." 
Goedken  added:  "This  summer  was  the 
greatest  experience.  I'll  never  be  able 
to  put  it  in  words."  In  all,  the  Journey 
of  Hope  raised  more  than  $520,000  for 
Push  America.

L-R  receives  grant  to  study  water  quality 


Lenoir-Rhyne  College  has  received 
a  grant  of  $178,000  from  the  Burroughs 
Wellcome  Fund's  Student  Science 
Enrichment  Program  to  teach  high 
school  students  about  science  and 
math  by  having  them  participate  in 
water  quality  studies. 

The  three-year  project  will  be 
known  as  the  North  Carolina  Stream 
Investigation  Project.  N.C.  SIP  is  a  joint 
project  of  the  Reese  Institute  for  the 
Conservation  of  Natural  Resources  and 
thp  School  of  Education  at  Lenoir-Rhyne 
College. 


Twenty-four  1 0th  and  1 1  th  grade 
students  will  be  chosen  for  the  program 
each  year  from  economically  depressed 
counties  throughout  North  Carolina. 
These  students  will  participate  in  a 
two-week  summer  camp  on  campus. 

During  the  summer  program,  the 
students  will  learn  to  study  water 
quality  in  feeder  streams  for  Lake 
Rhodhiss.  This  lake  is  a  source  of 
drinking  water  for  Granite  Falls,  Lenoir 
and  Valdese.  It  has  also  been  classified 
as  impaired  by  the  N.C.  Division  of 
Water  Quality. 


Following  the  summer  camp,  the 
students  will  return  to  their  home 
schools  and  study  water  quality  in  their 
areas  and  post  their  results  on  a  new 
Web  site.  The  project  hopes  to  cultivate 
an  interest  in  science  and  math  among 
the  students  and  encourage  them  to 
pursue  careers  in  these  fields. 

The  Burroughs  Wellcome  Fund, 
Ideated  in  the  Research  Triangle  Park, 
is  an  independent  private  foundation 
dedicated  to  advancing  the  biomedical 
sciences  by  supporting  research 
and  other  scientific  and  educational 
activities.

TV  networic  honors  student  for  volunteer  work 


Krysta  Meinzer,  a  senior  communication 
major  at  Lenoir-Rhyne  College,  was 
featured  on  "Cause  Effect,"  a  show  on  the 
cable  television  network  MTVU.  The  show 
highlights  college  students  who  are  involved 
in  community  service. 

Meinzer,  who  is  from  Hendersonville, 
N.C.,  was  featured  for 
her  volunteer  work  with 
the  American  Red  Cross. 
She  has  volunteered 
with  the  Hendersonville 
chapter  of  the  Red  Cross 
for  several  years.  While 
a  student  at  L-R,  she  has 
also  volunteered  with  the 
Catawba  Valley  Chapter 
of  the  Red  Cross. 

She  has  been 
interested  in  blood 
donation  from  a  young 
age  because  her  mother 
donated  blood  for  Krysta's  grandfather  when 
he  was  a  leukemia  patient.  Krysta  never 
knew  her  grandfather,  who  died  at  age  44. 
However,  her  family's  story  inspired  her  to 
help  others  through  blood  donation. 

She  donated  blood  for  the  first  time  at 
high  school,  when  she  was  17,  the  minimum 
age  to  be  a  blood  donor.  Since  then,  she  has 
given  blood  regularly. 

Last  year,  she  won  the  Miss 
Hendersonville  contest,  using  the  importance 
of  blood  donation  as  her  platform. 

During  her  reign  as  Miss  Hendersonville, 
Meinzer  volunteered  more  than  150  hours 
with  the  Hendersonville  Red  Cross  chapter. 
She  visited  a  different  blood  drive  each 
week  and  also  taught  elementary,  middle 
school  and  high  school  students  about  the 


importance  of  blood  donation. 

Last  summer,  she  organized  her  own 
blood  drive  as  part  of  the  Red  Cross's 
Blood  Stock  Program.  This  program 
encourages  high  school  and  college 
students  to  organize  blood  drives  during 
the  summer. 

Meinzer  said 
Mike  Williams, 

president  of  the 
Hendersonville  Red 
Cross,  passed  along 
a  questionnaire  from 
MTVU  looking  for 
college  students  who 
are  active  volunteers 
with  non-profits. 
She  filled  out  the 
form  and  e-mailed 
it.  "Literally  within  a 
minute,  I  got  a  phone 
call,"  she  said.  She 

filled  out  another  questionnaire  and  then 

waited. 

"I  found  out  on  a  Tuesday  that 
they  were  coming  on  Thursday  to  film," 
she  said.  The  film  crew  spent  two  days 
recording  her  on  the  Lenoir-Rhyne 
campus  and  in  Hendersonville.  They 
followed  her  as  she  attended  a  blood 
drive,  talked  with  middle  school  students 
and  relaxed  at  home.  The  segment  was 
broadcast  Nov.  28  and  later  posted  on  the 
network's  Web  site. 

"My  mom  is  ecstatic,"  Meinzer 
said.  "Actually  my  whole  family  is  very 
supportive."  Her  parents  are  Chet  and 
Judy  Meinzer  of  Hendersonville.  After 
graduation,  Meinzer  plans  to  pursue  a 
career  in  the  communications  field.

Honorees  for  the  award  were  chosen  based  on  a  series  of  selection  factors  including  scope 
and  innovativeness  of  service  projects,  percentage  of  student  participation  in  service  activities,  incentives  for  service,  and  the  extent  to 
which  the  school  offers  academic  service-learning  courses.

The  Lenoir-Rhyne  College 
Playmakers  created  something  new 
this  spring  when  they  performed 
"Searching  for  Eden:  the  diaries  of 
adam  and  eve." 

In  fact,  they  tried  two 
innovations.  The  play  was  produced 
using  an  original  musical  score  written 
hy  Joseph  Dorsch  '00. 

It  was  also  different  because  it 
featured  two  sets  of  Victors.  Jacob 
Thiesen  and  Klara  Elizabeth  Ledford 

acted  the  roles  of  Adam  and  Eve 
using  spoken  English. 


Bowe  Aldridge  and  Desiree 
Orengo  simultaneously  performed  the 
roles  using  a  combination  of  American 
Sign  Language  and  Signed  English. 

The  first  act  of  the  play  is  based 
on  two  short  stories  by  Mark  Twain 
that  humorously  relate  the  Biblical 
story  of  creation.  The  second  act 
features  Adam  and  Eve  as  a  middle 
aged  couple  in  the  modern  world.  In 
this  act,  they  return  to  Eden,  now  a 
resort  known  simply  as  "E,"  to  try 
to  recapture  some  of  their  youthful 
romance.

Dorsch  has  composed  numerous 
pieces  of  music,  most  recently 
a  commissioned  piece  for 
contrabassoonist  Susan  Nig)o  of 
Chicago.  But  he  had  always  wanted 
to  try  a  theatrical  score.  When  Mia 
5^^arrived  on  campus  in  the  fall  as 
the  college's  new  theatre  professor, 
Dorsch  e-mailed  her  with  his 
suggestion. 

She  immediately  liked  the  idea. 
After  some  discussion,  they  decided 
to  try  it  with  the  Playmakers'  last 
production  of  the  academic  year. 
Dorsch  said  he  started  by  reading 
the  play  carefully.  However,  it  wasn't 
until  February  that  he  sat  down  w  irh 
Self  to  go  over  the  script. 

She  gave  him  a  list  of  places  in 
the  play  where  she  felt  music  would 
be  appropriate.  The  script  came 
with  a  document  describins;  anv 
music  or  sound  effects  in  the  original 
production.  For  example,  it  might 
say  something  such  as  "surfer  music 
offstage"  or  "lion  roaring.  " 

Self  said  the  pla\-  immediately 
appealed  to  her  when  she  read  the 
script.  "1  knew  it  had  kind  of  a 
wonderful,  fresh  qualitw"  she  said.  "I 
was  immediately  charmed  by  it. 

She  came  up  with  the  idea  of 
double  casting  the  play  with  deaf 
and  hearing  actors  because  of  the 
large  number  of  people  on  the  L-R 
campus  who  understand  American 
Sign  Language.  The  play  also  lends 
itself  to  this  approach  because  the 
first  act  is  largely  about  the  invention 
of  lans;ua2;e,  as  Adam  and  E^■e  name 
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foe  Dorsch  '00  stands  in  front  of  the  musicians  who  volunteered  to  perform  his  original  composition 
for  the  Playmakers  production  of  "Searching  for  Eden:  the  diaries  of  adam  and  eve." 


everything  in  their  new  environment. 

Self  approached  Shawn  Frank, 

director  of  deaf  and  hard-of-hearing 
support  services,  who  assisted  with 
the  production.  "The  language  (ASL) 
is  so  expressive,"  Self  said. 

She  added,  "The  music  feels 
really  integral  with  what  we  do." 
Dorsch  said  his  goal  in  composing 
music  for  the  play  was  "to  make  it 
fun,  but  not  cheesy."  He  thought 
a  moment  and  then  added,  "Some 
parts  are  deliberately  cheesy,  but  not 
saccharine." 

Dorsch  said  this  piece  was 
especially  challenging  to  compose 
because  the  music  isn't  continuous. 
It's  hard  to  fit  something  expressive 
into  "sound  bites,"  he  said. 

He  added,  "I  thought  of  the 
music  as  a  character  joining  them  on 
stage."  Self  said,  "I  think  Joe's  done  a 
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really  wonderful  job  of  serving  up  the 
piece." 

Dr.  Daniel  Kiser,  chair  of  the 
School  of  Fine  Arts  and  professor 
of  music,  said,  "I  think  this  project 
shows  strong  collaboration  across 
disciplinary  lines.  That's  one  of  the 
exciting  parts  about  it."  He  and 
other  members  of  the  L-R  music 
faculty  also  participated  in  bringing 
the  project  to  life.  A  group  of  L-R 
students,  faculty  members  and  one 
alumnus  volunteered  to  come  in  on 
a  Saturday  morning  and  record  the 
music  for  the  play.  Kiser  served  as 
conductor.  Their  only  payment  was 
lunch  and  tickets  to  the  show. 

Kiser  said  he  and  Dorsch 
prepared  for  the  recording  session 
by  going  over  the  music  and 
discussing  the  best  way  to  interpret 
it.  Dorsch,  who  is  the  administrative 


assistant  and  recording  technician 
for  the  Music  Program,  edited  the 
recording,  which  was  used  during 
the  performances.  "This  is  so  much 
better  than  anything  I  could  have 
imagined,"  Self  said  about  the 
original  score.

Dr.  Antonio  "Tony"  Santo  was 

always  a  little  chubby  and  never  a 
natural  athlete  as  a  child.  But  it  was 
during  his  college  years  that  he  really 
began  to  put  on  extra  weight. 

He  recalls  that  during  that  time, 
one  of  his  favorite  foods  was  pizza 
dipped  in  high-fat  blue  cheese  salad 
dressing.  Like  a  lot  of  students, 
he  put  on  some  extra  weight  his 
freshman  year.  But  in  his  case,  he 
just  kept  on  gaining.  His  senior  year, 
he  topped  the  scales  at  189  pounds. 
At  5  feet,  7  inches,  he  knew  he  was 
overweight.  So  he  stopped  weighing 
himself. 


"You  know  you're  in  bad 
shape  when  even  your  mother  says 
something  about  it!"  he  said  with  a 
chuckle.  But  it  wasn't  funny  at  the 
time. 

He  recalls  the  moment  he 
decided  to  do  something  about  the 
40  extra  pounds  he  was  carrying 
around.  "I  was  at  home  for 
Christmas  break  during  my  senior 
year  in  college,"  he  recalled.  "I  was 
on  my  parents'  couch  watching  TV. 
I  remember  looking  at  my  stomach 
and  being  able  to  grab  a  handful 
of  fat.  I  thought.  Gosh!  I've  gotten 
quite  large.  What  am  I  going  to  look 
like  when  I'm  30!  I'd 
better  do  something 
about  this." 

He  began  exercising 
during  the  break. 
During  the  spring 
semester,  Santo, 
who  was  majoring  in 
biology,  took  a  class 
in  exercise  physiology 
as  an  elective.  He 
began  applying 
the  class  lessons  to 
himself,  increasing 
his  exercise  and 
improving  his  eating 
habits. 

"In  two  months, 
1  lost  20  pounds 
by  applying  what  1 
learned  in  class,'  he 
said.  Althous;h  he 
wouldn't  recommend 
such  rapid  weight  loss 
to  others,  he  found 
it  relatively  easy  to 
lose  weight  by  eating 
better  and  exercisins 


30  minutes  a  day.  "I  just  tapered 
back  on  what  1  was  eating.  "  He 
reduced  the  amount  of  red  meat  and 
eliminated  the  junk  food  in  his  diet. 

This  experience  also  set  Santo 
on  a  new  career  track.  Although  he 
had  toyed  with  the  idea  of  applying 
to  pharmacy  school,  he  really  hadn't 
decided  what  to  do  after  graduation. 

In  his  last  semester  as  an 
undergraduate,  he  decided  to  get  a 
master's  degree  in  exercise  physiology. 
As  he  completed  that  degree  at  the 
University  of  Nevada-Las  Vegas,  he 
lost  about  10-15  more  pounds,  and 
then  gained  some  muscle  mass  as  he 
continued  to  exercise.  Now  33  A'ears 
old,  he  weighs  150  pounds.  The 
difference  he  is  proudest  of,  he  said, 
is  that  now  he  has  8  percent  to  10 
percent  body  fat,  whereas  before  his 
body  weight  was  about  30  percent 
fat. 

These  changes  have  resulted  in  a 
completely  different  outlook  on  life. 
"As  a  kid,  when  we  ran  laps  in  school, 
I  was  alwavs  the  last  one  coming  in, 
holding  mv  side.  "  Now,  he  actual K' 
enjoys  rtmning,  which  is  his  major 
form  of  exercise. 

But  his  career  path  wasn  t 
always  clear.  After  earning  a  master's 
degree,  he  mo\'cd  back  home  to  New 
York  Cit\',  where  he  worked  about 
nine  months  as  a  fitness  director 
at  a  couple  of  clubs.  He  knew  this 
wasn't  the  long-term  career  he 
wanted  to  pursue.  lLw\c\er,  this 
experience  taught  him  \o  give  public 
presentations,  something  that  had 
made  him  very  nervous  in  the  past.  "I 
got  up  at  the  health  club  and  talked 
about  nutrition  and  cardiovascular 
disease,"  he  said.  Much  to  his 
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surprise,  he  found  the  experience  fun 
and  exhilarating. 

Santo  apphed  to  graduate  school 
with  the  idea  of  becoming  a  college 
professor.  He  received  a  full-ride 
scholarship  to  attend  the  State 
University  of  New  York  at  Buffalo. 
He  worked  as  a  teaching  assistant 
there  while  completing  a  Ph.D.  in 
exercise  science  with  an  emphasis  in 
nutrition.  As  he  neared  graduation, 
he  decided  he  needed  to  become  a 
registered  dietician  if  he  wanted  to 
be  officially  recognized  as  a  sports 
nutritionist.  On  top  of  his  graduate 
classes,  his  position  as  a  clinical 
adjunct  instructor  and  his  part-time 
job  at  Sears,  he  became  a  tull-time 
undergraduate  student,  taking 
additional  classes  in  food  science, 
food  production  management  and 
business. 

After  earning  his  Ph.D. 
in  exercise  physiology  and  his 
designation  as  a  registered  dietician, 
Santo  was  hired  by  Lenoir-Rhyne  in 
early  2005.  At  L-R,  he  is  program 
coordinator  for  health  and  exercise 
science.  Last  fall,  he  was  recognized 
for  his  research  into  the  effects  of  soy 
protein  on  cardiovascular  health.  (See 
article  at  right.)  In  the  future,  Santo 
hopes  to  work  with  L-R  student 
athletes  on  sports  nutrition. 

He  is  also  planning  to  work  with 
ARAMARK,  the  college's  food  service 
provider,  to  make  L-R  students  more 
aware  of  what  they  are  eating.  He 
and  K.  C.  Cromartie,  food  service 
director,  will  develop  a  description 
of  all  recipes  ARAMARK  serves  in 
the  dining  hall.  Next  to  each  item 
will  be  a  card  listing  calories,  fat  and 
sugar  content  and  possibly  other 
nutritional  data.  The  food  will  be 
served  with  a  scoop  that  will  measure 
a  serving  size. 

What  the  students  do  with  that 
information  will  be  up  to  them.  But 
he  believes  that  anyone  can  have 
a  healthier  lifestyle,  with  the  right 
information  and  the  desire  to  change. 
After  all,  he's  living  proof.  Q 
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Are  soy  products  good  for  heart  health? 


Think  soy  products  are  good  for  your 
health?  They  may  not  be  as  healthy  as 
scientists  once  believed,  according  to 
research  conducted  by  Dr.  Antonio  Santo. 

Santo  recently  received  two  awards 
for  his  research  on  the  relationship 
between  soy  protein  and  heart  disease.  He 
won  the  American  College  of  Nutrition's 
Best  Poster  Presentation  Award  and  the 
Warry  J.  Pery  Lecture  Best  Research 
Poster  Award. 

Santo  studied  the  effects  on  blood 
cholesterol  of  consuming  soy  protein. 
He  studied  36  sedentary  men  who  had 
normal  cholesterol  levels. 

A  control  group  consumed  a  milk 
protein  supplement  daily.  A  second  group 
consumed  soy  protein,  Which  is  naturally 
rich  in  isoflavones,  an  antioxidant 
compound.  A  third  group  ate  soy  protein 
that  had  been  processed  to  remove  many 
of  the  isoflavones.  All  the  test  subjects  ate 
their  normal  diet  during  the  month-long 
study. 

Santo  said  he  conducted  the 
experiment  to  determine  the  importance 
of  isoflavones,  which  may  be  stripped 
from  soy  products  during  processing.  He 
also  wanted  to  learn  why  some  people 
with  normal  levels  of  HDL  and  LDL 
cholesterol  still  develop  heart  disease. 

Following  the  one-month  test,  fasting 
blood  samples  were  taken  and  subjected 
to  a  nuclear  magnetic  resonance  test. 
As  expected,  the  men  eating  the  milk 
protein  saw  no  change  in  their  HDL  and 


LDL  levels.  The  men  eating  the  complete 
soy  protein  saw  an  improvement. 
However,  those  eating  the  modified  soy 
protein  (without  many  of  the  isoflavones) 
experienced  a  potentially  harmful  effect. 

Santo  explained  that  standard  lab 
tests  only  measure  cholesterol  levels, 
a  small  part  of  the  entire  HDL  and  LDL 
molecules.  However,  scientists  now 
believe  that  the  size  of  the  entire  molecule 
and  the  number  of  molecules  are  also 
important. 

Large  molecules  are  good  for  heart 
health,  while  smaller  ones  are  harmful. 
This  is  because  the  smaller  molecules 
are  more  likely  to  become  trapped  in  the 
lining  of  blood  vessels,  leading  to  plaque 
build  up.  If  enough  plaque  accumulates, 
the  blood  flow  is  reduced  and  a  heart 
attack  is  more  likely. 

The  modified  soy  protein,  minus  some 
of  its  isoflavones,  actually  resulted  in 
more  Of  the  small,  harmful  molecules.  His 
conclusion  was  that  soybeans  are  good 
for  heart  health,  but  only  if  they  retain 
their  original  isoflavones. 

However,  Santo  cautioned  that  he 
only  studied  a  small  group  of  men,  and 
additional  research  is  still  needed.  He  said 
the  nuclear  magnetic  resonance  test  used 
in  his  study  could  be  used  in  addition  to 
the  standard  blood  cholesterol  test,  but 
should  not  replace  it.

New  business  helps 
breast  cancer  survivors 

Caring  aWtude  is  hallmaric  ofAlala 

When  Kim  Zeise  Neel  '80  was  diagnosed  with 
breast  cancer  in  2005,  she  turned  to  her  friend  Sherry 
Norris  for  support.  The  two  had  met  as  Girl  Scout 
volunteer  leaders. 

Neel  recalled  that  she  received  her  diagnosis 
shortly  before  her  20th  wedding  anniversary  and 
her  daughter's  high  school  graduation.  She  had  a 
lumpectomy  followed  by  eight  weeks  of  radiation. 
Although  she  still  takes  medication,  a  recent 
mammogram  showed  she  remains  cancer  free.  "I'm 
very  blessed,"  she  said.  "I  thank  God  every  day." 

But  immediately  after  her  surgery,  Neel  faced 
a  few  practical  problems.  She  had  difficulty  finding 
a  bra  that  fit  correctly.  She  also  noticed  that  some  of 
the  organizations  selling  mastectomy  supplies  could 
use  a  more  customer-friendly  approach. 

Instead  of  focusing  on  the  negative,  the  two 
friends  discovered  an  opportunity  to  serve  others. 
They  decided  to  attend  training  to  become  certified 
mastectomy  fitters.  Now  they  have  their  own 
company,  Alala,  "the  unique  boutique  for  today's 
surviving  woman."  The  Columbia,  S.C.,  store  sells 
post-surgical  breast  prosthetics,  mastectomy  bras. 


compression  garments  and  cranial  prosthetics 
(wigs).  The  business  has  become  so  successful  that 
they  recently  opened  a  branch  location  in  Camden, 
S.C. 

Eventually,  they  hope  to  expand  nationwide. 
But  Neel  said  they  won't  skimp  on  customer  service. 
"We're  very  particular  about  the  people  we  hire."  She 
said  many  of  their  employees  are  former  caregivers 
for  family  members  who  had  cancer.  She  explained 
that  the  store's  name,  Alala,  coines  from  mythology. 
The  Greek  goddess  Athena  was  said  to  have  cried 
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Kim  Zeise  Neel  '80  (left)  and  her  friend 
Sherry  Norris  opened  the  mastectomy 
supply  store  Alala  after  Neel  was 
diagnosed  with  breast  cancer.  They 
have  also  been  active  in  numerous 
volunteer  activities  related  to  fighting 
breast  cancer. 


"alala!"  when  charging  into  battle.  "We  have 
declared  war  on  traditional  sales  and  service  to  post- 
surgical patients,"  she  said. 

Starting  the  business  was  a  major  change 
in  direction  for  Neel,  who  earned  a  business 
administration  degree  from  Lenoir-Rhyne.  She  had 
worked  in  a  variety  of  positions  for  Pirelli  cable 
company  for  21  years  before  switching  to  insurance 
sales  shortly  before  her  cancer  was  discovered.  It's 
obvious  when  talking  to  Neel  that  Alala  is  more  than 
a  business,  it's  a  passion. 

In  addition  to  managing  Alala,  Neel  and  her 
business  partner  do  extensive  volunteer  work  in 
support  of  breast  cancer  awareness  and  research. 
For  example,  they  teach  a  merit  badge  on  breast 
health  for  teenage  Girl  Scouts.  They  are  co-chairs 
of  the  American  Cancer  Society's  Relay  for  Life  in 
Columbia.  They  also  volunteer  with  the  First  Ladies 
Walk,  a  breast-cancer  fund-raiser  sponsored  by  the 
governor's  wife  and  Uie  mayor's  wife. 

They  also  have  a  speaker's  bureau  and  present 
a  program  called  "I'm  Healthy  and  I'm  Sexy"  for 
female  cancer  survivors  that  is  sponsored  by  the 
American  Cancer  Society.  Alala  also  provides  free 
post-surgical  supplies  to  many  women  who  have  no 
insurance.  As  a  result,  they  are  now  incorporating  a 
non-profit  organization  to  accept  donations  for  their 
charitable  work.

This  structure  formerly  stood  on  the  corner  of  what  is  now  Eighth 
Street  N.E.  and  Eighth  Avenue  N.E.  It  was  built  to  serve  Lenoir-Rhyne  as 
a  college  church  and  assembly  building.  Construction  began  in  1907, 
and  the  church  was  completed  in  time  for  the  1910  commencement. 
Worship  continued  in  Old  St.  Andrew's  until  1951,  when  the  growing 
congregation  moved  to  a  new  St.  Andrew's  one  block  to  the  south.  Old 
St.  Andrew's  Church  was  razed  in  1964.

Michael  Pope  '64  is  a  winner 


Michael  Lee  Pope  '64  is  a  winner, 
from  his  years  as  a  three-sport  star 
for  the  Bears  to  his  present  role  as 
assistant  coach  for  the  N.Y.  Giants. 

Pope  has  coached  in  four  Super 
Bowls,  and  has  been  instrumental  in 
three  Super  Bowl  victories  with  the 
Giants.  He  is  in  his  25*^  consecutive 
year  as  an  NFL  assistant  coach.  Pope 
entered  the  league  in  1983  with  the  N.Y. 
Giants.  He  spent  nine  seasons  with  the 
Giants  under  legendary  Heiul  Coach 
BHIPanells  (1983-91).  During  this 
time,  the  Giants  won  Super  Bowls  XXI 
and  XXV. 

After  his  first  stint  with  the 
Giants,  Pope  spent  two  years  with  the 
Cincinnati  Bengals  (1992-93),  three 
seasons  with  the  New  England  Patriots 
(1994-96)  and  three  years  with  the 
Washington  Redskins  (1997-99).  The 
1996  Patriots  reached  Super  Bowl  XXI, 
falling  to  the  Green  Bay  Packers. 

In  2000,  Pope  returned  to  the 


Giants,  where  he  has  served  as  tight 
ends  coach.  He  claimed  his  third  Super 
Bowl  victory  with  the  Giants  this  year 
in  Super  Bowl  XUI.  When  Tarn  CoughKn 
became  head  coach  in  2004,  Pope 
was  the  only  Giant  assistant  who  was 
retained  as  part  of  the  new  staff.  "He  is 
the  best  tight  ends  coach  in  football," 
Coughlin  said. 

While  a  student,  Pope  played 
baseball  for  three  years  (1961 -€3) 
and  ran  track  for  two  years  (1963-64). 
He  was  a  member  of  the  1 960  NAIA 
National  Championship  Football  Team 
and  was  named  MVP  as  a  co-captain 
in  1963.  Tlie  same  year,  he  received  the 
Lee  Kirby  Team  Before  Self  Award. 

Pope  was  inducted  into  the 
Lenoir-Rhyne  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  in 
1977.

Seeing  the  need  for  childcare  classes, 
Bumgarner  set  up  a  Red  Cross  Babysitting 
Certification  class  for  Hmong  girls  in  the  community. 
She  also  arranged  for  a  social  services  representative 
to  meet  with  the  Hmong  parents  to  explain  the 
childcare  laws  in  our  country. 

"Jamie  is  a  true  leader  within  our  total  school 
environment  as  she  guides  and  assists  our  students 
and  staff  through  the  elementary  educational 
process,"  said  Startown  principal  Baiban  Bell. 
"She  is  sought  after  by  students,  staff,  and  parents 
daily  for  support,  encouragement,  guidance,  and 
referrals.  Whether  it  is  through  a  crisis  counseling 
session,  working  with  our  student  council,  assisting 


with  referrals,  or  chairing  our  school's  participation 
in  the  Walk  for  a  Cure  for  juvenile  diabetes,  Jamie  is 
constantly  and  consistently  available  and  willing  to 
be  a  part  of  the  solution." 

Bell  added,  "I  can  think  of  no  other  counselor 
that  I  would  rather  have  serving  Startown  or  that 
would  be  a  better  representative  for  counselors  in 
North  Carolina."
